Vov 
soveral 
years 
past 
Capt. 
Thomas McEniry has had in mind 
and has been working on a scheme 
that ho has stayed 
with 
with the 
tenacity 
of a bull dog and main- 
tained that it is not only feasible 
out that 
lie 
can 
raise the money 
with which 
to execute 
his plans. 
Notwithstanding 
tho 
fact 
that 
some 
people 
deem 
tho 
scheme 
wild and chimerical, with no pro- 
bability of a successful termination, 
Mr Mcbniry 
staj's 
with 
it and 
declares 
that 
he 
can 
and 
will 
raise tho inonoy and also that he 
will 
sooji begin operations, 
and 
it is understood 
that negotiations 
aro oendinjr 
for tho purchase 
of 
Chill's ranch as a 
base 
of opera- 
tions. 
Mr. McEniry 
proposes 
to pene 
trate tho bowels of Mt. Graham 
with a large tunnel, 
even driving 
from 
base 
to 
base 
if necessary, 
the 
principal

develop water. 
Tho promoter
